2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: US Patent No. 
5,580,496 (Pall et al) teaches the claimed filter device comprising a porous element comprising 
at least one fibrous web having a pore size suitable for leukocyte removal wherein the web has 
fibres of hydrophobic polymer coated with a hydrophilic polymer suitable to enhance the CWST 
of the hydrophobic polymer (see abstract; col. 7, lines 13-65). However, Pall et al does not teach 
the use of adsorbent particles having a mean diameter lower than 30 microns and being bonded 
to the fibres by means of the hydrophilic polymer coating the fibres. US Patent No. 6,951,713 
(Hei et al '713) teaches a filter device comprising fibrous matrix having highly porous adsorbent 
particles immobilized therein wherein the particles range in diameter from about 1 micron to 
about 200 microns and adsorbent particles are bound to the porous element by thermal bonding, 
dry-laid process or wet-laid process and then the adsorbent particles are coated with hydrophilic 
polymer to give surface hemocompatibility (abstract; col. 2, line 35 - col. 3, line 13; col. 12, 
lines 38-50; col. 17, line 6 - col. 20, line). It would not have been obvious to a person of

ordinary skill in the art to bind adsorbent particles having a mean diameter lower than 30 
microns and being bonded to the fibres by means of the hydrophilic polymer coating the fibres.
